MINOR ALTERATIONS CAN BE HANDLED BY ANY COMPETENT BUILDER 

Residence plans presented in this book are stock plans covering the construction of 
homes shown by photos and floor plan diagrams. 

While it is impractical for us to change our tracings to show alterations, minor changes 
in design and material substitutions can be handled by any competent builder who is 
familiar with various types of construction, without going to the expense of making up 
special plans or supplements. 

Let's assume, for example, that plans on the home you want to build, specify frame 
construction instead of brick veneer, for exterior walls. A brick veneer wall is made by 
applying one course of brick to the outside of a frame wall, instead of wood siding. Typical 
sections of both frame and brick veneer walls, are included in the above drawings. The 
drawings show the foundation walls are the same thickness, but since the brick is on the 
outside of the frame the foundation should be set out the thickness of the brick, all around, 
in order to provide a base for the veneer. 

Perhaps you would like to add an extra window to the living room, dormer to an up- 
stairs room, or move the partition between the kitchen and dining room to increase the size 
of the kitchen. Such changes are simple to handle, and may be added to the stock plans by 
the builder, using a colored pencil, and will serve as a guide to the carpenters on the job. 

Filling in blank spaces in the SPECIFICATION AND CONTRACT FORM which accom- 
panies each set of plans, will serve as a written confirmation of all verbal understandings, 
notations on plans required to meet local ordinances, minor alterations, etc., between owner 
and builder, and will form the legal basis upon which their relationship is established.
